CROP TOPIC OF 
MANY GUESSES 


Orchardists Differ On 
Predictions Of 
Harvest This 
Year. 


SOME SECTIONS 
HIT BY FREEZE 


Adams county's 
fruit crop, ap­ 
ples, peaches, cherries and straw­ 
berries, is a problem and puzzle of 
guesses. 
Some fruit growers state that the 
apple crop is practically lost. 
Oth­ 
ers say they are going to have about 
about a fifty per cent crop, while 
the more optimistic predict 
that 
Adams county will have as many 
apples this year as last. 
In some sections of 
the apple- 
belt. the section from Bendersville 
to Cashtown, 
where apple 
trees 
grow row upon row and stretch 
across this fertile strip in crowded 
abundance, the 
fruit 
trees were 
hard hit by the freeze experienced 
several weeks ago. On the 
other 
hand, there are orchards In the 
county that were not affected by 
the cold spell. 
Apple Crop Uncertain 
With this occurrence there have 
been a series of contradictory re­ 
ports relative to the crop. 
One prominent grower told The 
Gettysburg 
Times today 
that 
he 
expected as many apples this year 
as ever and that his fruit was ex­ 
pected to be as nice and large and 
luscious as it ever has been. 
Another grower said that his crop 
r as so badJv damaged that it would 
hardly be worth while to harvest. 
It appears to be the consensus of 
opinion among most growers that 
it Is hard to tell at this time just 
what the apple crop wll be and 
they claim that within the next 
ten days or two weeks they will 
know definitely just what the crop 
will be. 
Peaches are reported to be scarce 
In some sections, while in other sec­ 
tions of the county orchardists pre­ 
dict that this fruit will be plenti­ 
ful. The 
predominating 
opinion, 
however, is that the crop will be 
about 50 per cent of normal and 
that this will be sufficient. 
Cherries formed the topic of an­ 
other 
diversified 
debate 
among 
growers. 
Some 
report 
that 
the 
cherries are falling off the trees. 
while one grower, reputed to be an 
anthority on this fruit, said he does 
not know of any cherries falling 
off the trees, although in some sec­ 
tions the fruit was damaged bv the 
cold weather and the ct op will not 
be so large as it was last year.

He would have been 83 on June 18. 
With him at the last were his 
only daughter, Mrs. Mary Louise 
Curtis Bok, and other members of 
his family. 
One of the world’s foremost pub­ 
lishers, Mr. Curtis was stricken with 
a heart attack in May last year 
while on his yacht near New York 
Rushed here he entered a hospital, 
his wife Laking a room in the same 
institution to be near iiim. 
She 
died five days later from a heart 
ailment. 
Funeral services are to be held 
Friday afternoon at his home with 
burial in West Laurel Hill cemetery 
here. 
With a capital of three cents Cur­ 
tis started his career as a newsboy 
at the age of 12. His subsequent 
success, an epic of American busi­ 
ness, brought him to the chairman­ 
ship of the board of the Curtis pub-

OF GARS GAINS 


5,418 More Machines Regis­ 
tered In May This Year 
Than Mav Last Year. 


Passenger automobile registration 
for May showed an increase of 15.8 
per cent as 
compared with May, 
1932, the bureau of motor vehicles 
announced today. Registrations in 
that class last month were 39,703, 
cr 5,418 more cals tills year than in 
May, 1932. secorid month this year 
in which motor vehicle registrations 
showed an increase. 
Truck registrations increased 18.5 
per cent in May over May, 1932, 
totals. There were 6,574 trucks reg­ 
istered this year and 5,547 in May, 
1932, a gain of 
1,027, 
Trailers 
Jumped 51,2 per cent with 637 reg­ 
istered last month, as compared 
with 445 in May, 1932. 
The bureau also reported a 279 
per cent increase in the number of 
operators’ licenses, the number for 
May being 54,998. while in May, 
1932, 43,013 new drivers qualified. 
Total receipts of the bureau for 
the first fiv^ months of this year 
are behind the aggregate for June 
I, a year ago. T.iis year’s tital is 
$25,287,258. while In 1932 the first 
five months’ revenue from motor 
licenses was $26,745,175. At thebe- 
ginning of this month there were 
1.251,519 passenger cars registered, 
while in 1932 the number to June I 
was 1.342 988. 
The number of motortrucks and 
commercial vehicles is 202.960,

A 
FRIGHTFUL alarm went through th e country a few m onths 
ago. 
It was one of the strangest alarm s in all the history of 
m ankind. 
People suddenly feared their own efficiency, their abil­ 
ity to produce goods for their com fort and satisfaction, 
In norm al times such an alarm would create hardly a ripple 
on the surface of our national thinking. But because we are now 
in a state of m ental strain, any warning m ay frighten us. no m a t­ 
ter how absurd. So millions shuddered a t the sudden thought 
of our civilization being devoured by m achines of our own cre­ 
ation. 
For several thousand years m an has been laboring to harness 
the forces of nature and bend them to the task of producing the 
m aterial things which make civilisation possible. 
Amazing 
progress has been made, especially in our own country. Even in 
these times of comparative distress, nearly all of us enjoy more of 
the satisfactions of life than were form erly available to the m ost 
fortunate few’. 
Much of this progress has been due to forces other than pro­ 
duction efficiency. 
Invention and engineering science could not 
have done the job alone.

O ther­ 
wise, progress is but a theory. 
‘ 
Under the only satisfactory social system which we know, 
goods m ust be distributed by selling them to the people who are 
to use them. 
All purchases m ust be voluntary and the money for 
this buying comes from industry itself, . 
The only possible threat from greater production efficiency 
arises from the lagging of our distributive machinery. 
At a tim e 
like the present every force, every influence for speeding up the 
selling process Is a life-line back to prosperity. Even after n or­ 
mal conditions will have been restored, we still will be faced with 
the necessity of making the products of industry move faster 
into the hands of consumers. 
We have never really produced too 
much and we probably never will. 
At times, we rflay have too 
much w heat or too many hairpins but there are always m any 
things of which we could use more than has ever been produced. 
In this sense we have never really had overproduction. 
At the 
peak of prosperity we produced only seven hundred dollars w orth 
of goods and services per capita. 
We could happily use several 
tim es th a t am ount. 
One thing which America needs to do for the future is to 
devote an increasing am ount of ingenuity and energy to the prob­ 
lem of distributing the goods which industry produces. D istribut­ 
ing m eans selling to consumers. 
In all th e history of selling, 
there never has been a greater invention th a n th a t of advertising, 
which has become industry’s m ost powerful sales force. Ju st as 
m achines brought mass production, so advertising m ade m ass 
selling possible. 
America will continue to progress. 
O ur inventors and en ­ 
gineers m ust be kept at their task of m aking life easier and m ore 
pleasant. 
B ut we must strengthen those forces which distribute 
the fruits of their creation. One of the m ost im portant of these 
is intelligent advertising. It is not only business which benefits 
from advertising. 
In this stage of civilization, the welfare of 
every, woman, and child is dependent on the efficient distribution 
of our manifold products. Good advertising is one of the m ost 
essential forces in th at process.
